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the means to aſſert my ſelf, and dete@ his 
Falſhoovd. He knows that Men under ſuch 
i1{graces are uſually deſtitute of Friends ; and 
'1,7t few (how well ſoever they may wiſh) care 
to appear in Vindication of the Unfortunate. 
Upon this preſumption he has ventur'd to 
vouch ſeveral Perſons as witneſſes to fats of 
is own Invention, knowing that I was not 
at liberty to attend thoſe Perſons, in order to 
procure a juſt Teſtimony from them, and that 
one under my Circumſtances was not likely to 
find many Volunteers for his Service. 

Theſe diffcultics had been perhaps inſuper- 
able, had my Anſwerer's Addreſs and Caution 
born any proportion to his Malice and Al- 
ſurance. But his Confidence, that I am not 
in circumſtances to make any Defence, has 
lull'd him to that degree of ſecurity, that he 
lies without Guard, - and may eafily be foil'd 
by an Adverſary in a manner difarm'd, as I 
am, But Truth is under the proteQion of 
Providence, to which alone I attribute it, 
that a Fellow, who has all his Life pradtisd 
a Trade that requires a good Memory, ſhou'd - 
ſo notoriouſly forget his PRneny and lay 
himſclf open to ſo' many, and fo obvious 
Exceptions. As for his pretended love to 
Trath, I ſball in the ſequel ſhew him a ſtranger, 
and an enemy to it; and for Juſtice, had ſhe 
ever known him, he had &er this been an 
Appendix to a Gibbet. But to give an Hil 
rorical draught of him, I ſhall wait a more

ſeaſonable Opportunity, if I be not in the 


mean time prevented by ſume better hand. 
His firſt ObjeQion is, that my Book, 

was not written by me, but by Mr. Brown. P. 6, 
This he pretends to prove by Mr. 

Whether Mr. Brown 
ever made any ſuch Confefiion or not, 1 know 
not, having -never ſeen that Gentleman, nor 
heard from him, fince it was chargd upon 
him.

Afr this, I ſuppoſe, I have no occaſion to 
anlwer particularly to any thing contaiad in 
thoſe Pages, except a Letter which he pre- 
tends he receiv d from me.

In anſwer to this, I ſay as before, that the 
Original Papers were in the Houſe of Lords, 
and a Manuſcript of 'em in the King's Ca- 
binet, before I had any Correſpondence with 
Mr. "Brown, And R. Kingfiton himſelf has 
not thought fit to inſtance in any one fingle 
particular wherein I have varied from 'em, 
and conſequently this whole charge can't be 
lookt upon otherwiſe than as a Lie, without 
the leaſt (ſupport of Argument or Authority, 
and for that reaſon i deferves no further Con- 
{ideratton. Hrs 
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His laſt Article is, That the ſubſtance 
of both my Books, generally ſpeaking, are P. 6. 
mere fardles of Improbabilities, Incon- 
gruities, and invented Fallſities, 

If the ſubſtance of theſe Books be falſe, Sir 
Thomas Pendergraſt, Mr. De 1a Rue, and Cap- 
tain Porter, are forſworn. And Fichard 
Kingiton, if not, has abus'd the Government 
and Juſtice of the Nation in the grofſeſt man- 
ner. For if what I have faid in my Me- 
moirs 1s falſe, all thoſe that were Executed 
upon account of the Aſſafhination Plot, fat- 
fer'd for what they never intended. But he 
offers no manner of Proof of this improbabi- 
lity, incongruity, and falſity, he lays to 
my charge.

Letters into my Hands, that being diſcreetly ma- 
naged, might have been ſafely return'd to Hewer, 
and afterwards have been by him deliver'd as di- 
refed, without the leaſt ſuſpicion that they had 
been opened. Such a ſmart touch had been ſer- 
vice indeed, and wou'd deſervedly made my For- 
tune ; but ſince this was every day in the Boy's 
power, and be would not oblige me with it, there 
is no reaſon to believe that the Boy wou'd truſt me 
with a greater matter, and what in all probability 
he was not truſted with himſelf; for none but 
Fools or Madmen wou'd put ſo many Lives into 

ihe hands of a Lad but of thirteen years of Age. 
Wou'd this indeed have been ſuch a piece of 
Service as he pretends, he has miſs d his aim, 
and like an ill marks-man wounded the Duke 
with what was levelld at me. For had the 
D-—— thought the ſight of thoſe Letters neceſ- 
ſary, he knew I correſponded with the Perſon
